This is a first office action on the merits of patent application S. N. 10/814,652. 

Priority

Specification

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claim 6 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

Claim 6 recites the limitation "the retaining groove" in line 3. There is insufficient 
antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1-10, as understood, are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Sauzedde et al. ('053). 

Sauzedde et al. discloses a one-way apparatus comprising outer and inner races 
(10, 12), cam surfaces (24), a cylindrical surface (22), torque transmission members 
(16), biasing means or accordion springs (53), block bearing members (45), a rotatable 
retainer (14), a retaining groove (28), a latch piece (24), and a retaining column (40). 
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Conclusion 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. 

• Blinder ('052) discloses another one-way bearing having a rotating 
retainer. 

• Stanton et al. ('046) discloses another one-way bearing having block 
bearings. 

• Muramatsu ('945) disclose a clutch with independent bearing blocks.
